DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 3, 5-8 and 10-12 are pending in the instant application. Claims 1-2, 4, 9 
and 13 have been canceled. 

Response to Final Action 

Applicant's Rule 132 declaration, response, and amendment to the claims filed 
on 5/26/2009 are acknowledged. The rejections and objections made in the previous 
office action are withdrawn in view of the amendment to the claims, remarks and 
declaration. 

Reasons for Allowance 

The present invention is directed to cyclic amide/lactam derivatives and their 
processes of making. The closest prior art of record is Hayashi et al., Chem. Lett., Vol. 
27(4), 1998, p. 313-314, especially page 313, which teaches a similar lactam compound 
wherein instant claim 3, moiety R is methyl, i.e. epolactaene. The instant claim 3, 
moiety R is tert-butyl. In view of the lack of teaching and motivation in the prior art and 
in view of the declarations filed on 4/27/2007 and 5/26/2009 showing unexpected 
results, the instant claims 3, 5-8 and 10-12 (now claims 1-8) are found allowable over 
the prior art.
